A Healed War Time Agitation. 


Just now tlie.sfudy of German is being thrown out of the 


public schools in many places,,. This is due to the intense feel- 
ing against Germany, whiclTis responsible for the world war, 
and if sentiment alone be considered it is not strange that there 
should be bitter-feeling at this time against all things German 
;ind that there-should be strong objection on the part of many 
to the teaching of the German language in the public schools. 


'But there are two sides to this question, and;a calm consid- 


eration of both will be better than a hasty decision. Some 
leading newspapers and prominent educators are already pre- 
senting objections to the proposed elimination of German: 
They point out that language, music and art are not the prop- 
erty of any ruler or any country, but of (he world; that sup- 
pression of the study of German will not injure the Kaiser but 1 


deprive those.engaged in the study of information lhatis worth 
having, and that it will be well not to become hysterical over, 
a'siibje'cl that has been brought to tiie front by the exigencies 
of War. 
'. 


.One leading New England newspaper in a recent editorial 


on the subject called attention to the fact that Germany has 
never shut the door against foreign languages, but has made 
herself familiar with them all, that through them she could 
know as much .about the different countries as they know 
about, themselves. Important informative books in all lan- 
guages have been translated into German and the leaders of 
that country have kept themselves thoroughly posted on con- 
ditions iii all parts of the world. 


While it is easy to understand ihe existing prejudice against 


all things German, and while if may be proper to throw Ger- 
man out of the public schools, where public sentiment de- 
mands such action, it will be well to avoid excitement and to 
remember thai/not by such means will the war be won. 
> 


An influential New York newspaper answers the claim that 


this country has been injured by ovcr-inlimacy with Germany 
Ijy sialjiig tliaf the error consisted not in loo much, but too 
little knowledge of that country, and is not in favor of con- 
tinuing that policy toward Germany or any other nation. It 
believes an intimate knowledge of all nations to be invaluable, 
not only in a general way but as a matter of business, and that 
one of the surest ways to know a nation is to know its lan- 
guage. 


There is point in this contention. Just now this nation in 


conjunction with numerous others is engaged in the task of 
putting Germany as a world.trouble maker out of commission. 
The. task-will be performep'by blows from the shoulder and 
not by petty bickerings over the study of the German language 
by those to whom a knowledge of that language may be 
highly useful in the years to come. No public school in this 
country should be conducted in the German language, but, 
notwithstanding the present inflamed condition of the public 
mind, the study of German in American public schools is not 
yet a crime nor an act which threatens injury to those who 
study it or to the country.
